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a 90-year-old friend suggested 
she look into the effects the 
Provo Canyon Freeway 
proposal would have upon 
the city’s water supply.

She asked the mayor 
of Provo for an investigation 
into the situation.

From there, she 
went on to bigger things until 
now she is lodged in the 
middle of Provo’s largest 
issue, the proposed Four 
Seasons ski resort and 
research center complex. 

“T think the real issue with 
Four Seasons is not the ski 


resort itself, but the base 
facilities,’ she explains. Four 
Seasons is a real estate 


development company and 
she believes the ski resort is 
just an excuse to build high 
IMVSSEMOME FO wMIm 
condominiums and alpine 
village ‘styled living 
developments in the Wasatch 
mountains. She points out 
the entire project is to cost 
$100 million, while the ski 
resort itself comprises only 
$15 million. 

Her opposition to Four 
Seasons, an enterprise most 
city officials feel would 
improve Provo’s downtown 
area as well as its tax base has 
brought her considerable 
Chit cismest tom: st hems 
Commissioner Hillier was 
quoted as saying, “If she were 
ever to come into city hall 
and say she was in favor of 
something, all three of us 
(Commissioner Hillier, 
Commissioner Miner and 
Mayor Grange) would fall flat 
on our backs.”’ 

Nevertheless, Mrs. Hayes 
says she is on good terms 
with the city commission.
